Saturday, an influential meeting of the friends of the late

It is stated that Goodwin was a mar- 
ried maa, residing in Lower North-road, Islington, and during the 
afternoon of the Є inst. he called on Mrs. Arman, a widow, 
living at No. 11, Pitt street, Old Kent-road, and was asked to stay 
to tea. He was only & casua! acquaintance of Mrs. Arman, 
who bears a good character. After tea it was said he made in- 
sulting proposals to his entertainer, which were indignantly re- 
jected. He then, it would appear, commenced а violent assault 
upon her, and a fearful struggle ensued. Finding he could not 
accomplish his infamous purpose, he drew a clasp knife fron his 
pocket, and cut the poor woman's throat, inflicting a fearful gash. 
Bhe contrived to get away from him, and ran into the street, and 
an alarm was raised. The police entered the house, and found the 
man lying almost dead upon the floor, in the midst of a pool of 
bleod. He had inflicted fearful gashes upon his throat with the 
clasp-knife which was found under his body. Dr. Dry and Dr. 
West promptly attended both parties, and st once pronounced 
Goodwin's case hopeless. He lived, however, un | Piigay week. 
His intended victim left the hospital, cured, on Saturday. 

Tne Theatre Royal, Glasgow, was totally destroyed by fire on 
Baturday morning. About five o'clock fire was discovered in the 
the north-east part of this building, where, to judge by the hold it 
seemed at that time to have gained, it must have existed for some 
time previously. Although the alarm was speedily given the flames 
Spread with euch rapid у that before the tire brigades under Mr. 
Bryson arrived the tlh- tre, from the front of the stage back wards, 
was a mass of fire. The flames were bursting through the side 
windows and part of the rrof and it was apparent that the fire had 
gained such a mastery that the splendid bailding was doomed to 
destruction. In addition to the central brigades, Mr. Bryson 
brought into requisition the Anderston, Cowcaddens, and Gorbals 
brigades, and every effort which coald be devised was made to stay 
the progress of the flames, but without effect. Although thirteen 
brauches, throwing sixty gallons of water per nozzle per minute, 
were in operation, they produced little effect, and by half-past six 
o'clock the building was completely gutted. The building is in- 
sured, we understand. for £8,000, in the following offices : —Scot- 
tish Provincial, £1,000; Liver 1 and London, £1,000; Commer- 
cial, £2,000; Royal, £3 000; and Sun, £1,000. The machinery and 
properties are also covered by insurance to the extent of £1,000 
and £3,000 respectively. The fire is supposed to have originated 
in the properties room, in the north-east wing of the building, but 
the circumstances which gave rise to it remain as yet unexplained 
It appears to have been a rule of the establishment that a gasman 
and an assistant should go round the premises every night, after 
the audience and performers had left, to see that all was right. The 
officials in question are said to have made their rounds ав usual on 
the Friday night shortly after twelve o'clock, at which hour they 
found nothing amiss. 8o completely hss the fire done its work 
that nothing now remains of the building but the tottering walls, 
enclosing a mass of charred timber and ruined bricswork.

FRANCE. | 
The Corps Legislatif's committee has drawn up its address in 
answer to the Speech from the throne И! isa very tame affair 
Тһе paragraph respecting Mexico is as follows :一 
а Four Majesty had undertaken the Mexican expedition in con- 
cert with two Powers whose oo-operation would no doubt 
have had the effect of pe ring less strenuous efforts eee он 
the t of France. Left alone to ecute a necessary satisfac- 
tio quet were right to suppose, sire, that the Corps Legislatif 
would not hesitate to support you. We look forward to the 
happy and early termination of that war in which our army and 
navy are giving fresh proofs of their courage and endurance; and 
we trust ihat it may lead to the free establishment of a stable 
wil respect laws and treaties and remain the ally 


of France.’ 

Touching the war in America the Corps Legislatif are equally 
brief and inconclusive :— 

“We feel deep concern at the prolongation of the struggle in 
the United States, and at the character it has assnmed. Our feel- 
ings of humanity are still more 3 affected than our 
interest. We regret that your kin ч and disinterested voice 
should not have been heard by the Great Powers, and we form 
hearty wishes that the Americans may soon spontaneously recoil 
from the evils they are causing. We cannot wish the exhaustion 
of a country which to this time had known how to make 
liberty the otet of laboùr and the power of civilisation.” 

Thè skill of the framers of the address in contriving to say 
nothing shines, however, most remarkably in the paragraph con- 
cerning Italy :— : 

“You have supported the Italians without making any com- 

romise with Révolution; you have not ceased to protect the in- 
ependence of the Holy Father, whilst continuing to offer him 
Teapectfal advice. Persevere, sire, in the same policy, which has 
already brought about «n auspicious calmness in the public mind, 
and which corresponds to the feelings of Catholic and Liberal 
France.” 

The address winds up by echoing the wish expressed by the 
Speech from the throne that the present members may get them- 
ги re-elected. 

The Corresp ndnce Havas publishes the following : 

“ The reception of several members of the principal Neapolitan 
aristocracy at the Tuileries has been spoken of in Paris. Some 
persons have appeared to be astonished at that incident. This ap- 
preciation is {very difficult? to understand. A slight knowledge of 
the customs of courts is sufficient to show that it is the usage to 
receive all foreigners of distinction, without paying attention to 

rty questions. Have not Polish nobles been received in the 
боша of France and England, although those two countries were 
on perfectly good terms with Austria, Russia, and Prussia? Has 
not the Court of England always admitted the members of the elder 
branch of the Bourbons and their followers, even while the House 
of Orleans was reigning in France? And atthe present moment 
are not the friends of the Orleans family openly received by the 
same sovereign ?" 

The above is a pleasant, semi-official, but incomplete and 
jesuitical account of an affair which, as a symptom of the present 
relatio: s between France and Italy, is highly significant. The fact 
is, that twenty-two Italians, notorious Bourbonist conspirators, 
were, through the mediation of the Countess Walewki, invited to 
the Empress's last ball, behind the back of Chevalier Nigra, the 
ltalian ambassador. When the latter heard of the invitations, he 
at once wrote to the Duke de Bassano that “sudden indisposition” 
would prevent him from having the honour of waiting upon her 
Majesty. All his legation sent notes to the same effect. M. Nigra 
told Prince Napolean what had happened, and the prince thereupon 
informed the Duke de Bassano, in no measured terms, that he consi- 
dered it an insul to his wife to ask her to meet the notorious 
enemies of her father, and that neither he nor the Princess Clotilde 
would attend either the ball or the grand dinner that was to precede 
it. In order the better to mark his absence from the Tuileries, 
Prince Napoleon took his wife to dine that day at the tavern of the 
Trois Freres, and left such a handsome gratuity with the waiters as 
will fix tho visit in their memory. 

The Figaro Programme st&'e: that poor Mdlle. Emma Livry, who 
is still at death’s door from the effects of her crinoline accident on 
the stage, asks every day to see the bills of the Opera. Her physi- 
cians are of opinions that in the present shattered state of her 
nerves it is essential to prevent her from knowing that the part of 
Какей, in ** Masaniello," which she thinks із kept open for her, has 
now been given to another dancer. A pious fraud is therefore 
committed, and false bills are printed every opera night for the sole 
purpose of being shown to Mdlle. Livry. 


GREECE. 

Mr. Elliot has announced to the Gresk Government that the Dake 
of Saxe Coburg has consented to become a candidate for the throne 
of Greece, and tbat he will nominate his nephew, the Prince of 
Coburg Kohary, his heir. The latter, it is stated, will embrace the 
Greek religion. 

: DRAZILS 

The British legation at Rio Janeiro has demanded an indemnit 
for the unlawf-1 ER of the cargoes of certain English 
vessels wrecked on the coast of the Rio Grande, as well as satisfac- 
tion for the imprisonment of three English naval officers. ‘The 
Brazilian Government having refused these demands, the English 
seized five merchant vessels. An arrangement was however, finally 
made, under which the Brazilian Government will pay an in lem- 
nity, to be fixed at London The other question has been submitted 
to the arbitration of the King of the Belgians. The affair chused 
great popular excitement.

THE INSURREOTION IN POLAND. 
The following is from a letter, dated Warsaw, January 25:— 

A fearful struggle is actually raging throughout the country 
between the Poles and their oppressors, whicb, in spite of the 
conscription, would never have commenced but for the insult йай 
by the Government at the proscribed. Yielding to the advice o 
the most influential persons, and the appeal addressed to those 
who were to fall victims of this shameful proceeding, entreating 
them to submit to it for the sake of the country, even the clan- 
destine p'ess and tho so-called central committee acquiesced in 
this recommendation, all might have passed off quietly, as was 
the case at Warsaw.

who crossed the rivers in the neighbourhood of Wyszogrod, a: d 
effected a junction with another groun in the Government of Plock, 
which left Wa'saw by Tablonna and Zgerz, and encamped at Serock. 
A sharp encounter took place between the insurgents and the Cos- 
sacks in а small town not far from Plock ; the Cossacks were disarnied 
and the town fell into the hands of the Poles. It is reported that 
regular battles on a smal! scale were fought at Plonsk, Radism'n, 
Біедвее, Burat, and in ihe environs of ~ arsaw. In the night of 
the 22nd a most sanguinary conflict took place on the high road 
from Kielce to Radow between the insurgents and the Russians; 
forty persons were killed on both sides, after which the soldiers 
plundered the town of Radow, beat and ill-treated women aud 
children, and sold the booty in the other town, Kielce. Another 
skirmish occurred in the town of Bndzentyn, of which the inhaùii= 
ants, and particularly the children (on whom, it appears, the Mus- 
covites specially wreak their vengeance) bad to undergo the same 
fate. All the workmen in the iron foundries and «ther manufacto- 
ries of Suchedniowo, fearing the conscription, fled to the for sts. 
A great number of nobles and young men arrested in Plock were 
brought (o Warsaw, in consequence of a fierce conflict with the 
troops in that town on the 24th. The fight lasted all niht, aid 
the insurgents retired, leaving 160 prisoners in the hans 
of the Russians. The governor, however, wrote to War- 
saw, advising the authorities to stop the conscription. The town 
of Siadtre, after a short occupation, was given up by the insurgents, 
but the garrisons from Surut had been expelled by the population. 
Among the killed is the Ru-sian Colonel Wrzesniowski, so well 
known for his tyrannical conduct, and an active member of tho 
conscription committee, Szwecow. General Kannabiol is mortally 


wounded. The insurgents seem to lack no money, and psy 
ready cash for everything. They size on public treaswy 
wherever they can, aud even compelled one of the Russian 


generals who was travelling to surrender his purse contain- 
ing a large sum, giving receipts in each case. The rumour of the 
soldiers having been strangled in the dead of the night of the 22nd i: 
not true, for the simple reason that from the villages occupied by 
the troops the insurgents keep aloof, and are cautious in attacking 
the troops. Here in Warsaw an ominous silence prevails, and it 
is not easy to ascertain all the movements of the iusurgents. Eron 
the continued batches of land: d proprietors who are being breue t 
here by the soldiers it is probable that the outbreak exiends to ail 
parts of Poland, and bas the sym,;athies of all classes, though 
prudence prevents many from an active co-operation.” 

The Journal de St. Petersb » g publishes another account of tho 
Polish insurrection, which does not contain any fresh details. 上 
confirms the néws that numerous insurgent bands have made thcir 
appearance at Bielsk and Bialystok. 

The insurgents have again received considerable reinforcemenis 
from persons belonging to the better classes of society. Many per- 
sons continue to leave Warsaw to join them. A detachment of in 
surgents has been captured by the troops near Piotrkow, Among 
them were two Rassian officers, who were immediately shot. 3 ho 
Grenadier corps of Lithuania is advancing by forced marches. Itis 
said that General Wisocki is amorg the insurgents. 

Armed instrgents have attacked a detachment of troops guardiny 
the railway near Luviec. Tho result of the engagement is uu- 
known.

AMERICA. 

A special despatch from Nashville, dated evening of '6th, gives 
the following particulars of the affair on the Cumberland river.— 

** Brigadier- General Forrest, of the rebel army, with a force o$ 
&beut 4.0С0 men and twelve pieces of light artillery, attacked on- 
relief and storeships coming up the Cumberland River, aud &uc 
ceeded in capturing five steamboats laden with valuable commissary 
stores, and the gunboat Slidell. Several of the boats contained 
wounded solders, who in jumping from them while burning wero 
shot in the water. The negro crews were stripped of their cloth- 
ing, tied to trees, cowhided, and left to starve on the shore. "rl: 
bois were all anchored in the mid-channel and burned, after being 
robbed of the valuables. The offivers and soldiere were stripped c! 
thei: clothing, placed on the shore, and paroled. A tremendous 
rain-stotm has sét in, and the river has risen over three feet in a 
few hours. Several bridges on the Louisville and Nashville Hai:- 
road have been destroyed by a band of marauders, and mail commu- 
nication catinot be resumed for some time. The wires between this 
placeand Muffreesburgh have been out by Secessionists who pretend 
to be quiet Union farmers. I have no word from our army to-day, 
but it is ready for the enemy. Nineteen deserters from various 
Tennessee rejiments came into this city to-day. An entire regimen", 
numbering about 800, deserted and came into an outpost filters 
miles below Murfreesburgh yesterday. Ninety thousand dollars of 
Confederate State funds were seized from brokers in this city, aud 
confiscated yesterday by order of General Mitchell. General 1 ong- 
street will attack us, it is said, next week with his entire forc", 
which is thought to number 45,000. We shall have stirring tinis 
here soon. General Rosencranz is fully prepared for ile enemy, 
but will not move until certain expeditions effect the destruction | / 
a railroad, and capture Forrest and his men or drive them off. Wo 
have nothing but rebel news here, and feel gloomy, bnt hope fr 
the best. 

The Norfolk correspondent of the New York Tribune, writing ou 
January 13, says :— E 

“Although by the terms of the proclamation of emancipati ^ 
the cities of Norfolk and Portsmouth were excluded from is 
working, and the former status of affairs was declared to sti! 
exist, the slaves and their owners here appear to have arrived «t 
the sensible conciusion that it is impossible for Virginia to bo ia! 
slave and half free,—that she must be all one thing or all ti^ 
other; and that if slavery is abolished on one side of tho Ja 
River and the Blacktráter, it cannot flourish on the other. 119 
slaves fully believe that Massa Lincoln has emancipated them «ll. 
Believing this, they refuse to work for their former owners with 
out wages, and there being no power to compel them to do so, à 
virtual emancipation has taken place, even in ths region, where 
President Lincoln promised us that ‘all things would remain as 
they were.’ It is well for all parties that this conclusion has been 
attained. So much power is there simply in an idea.” 

Resolotions have been introduced in the United States Senate d- 
claring that the attempt by France to subjugate Mexico is hosti! 
to the United States and to free institutions anywhere, ani] tha! 
it is a violation of international law, and a violation of the faith of 
France pledged by the London treaty of October, 1861, between 
France, Spain, and England, and repeatedly assured to the Feder! 
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Government through the American minister in Paris. The reso- 
lution further declares that it is the duty of the Federal Govern- 
went to require the withdrawal of the French forces, and now and 
always to lend such aid to Mexico es is required to prevent forci- 
ble Europeen intervention in her political affairs. President Lin- 
¿lu is requested to communicate to the Mexican Government tho 
vie expressed by the Congress, and to negotiate a treaty with 
Mesio to make these effective. The re:olutions will bo discussed 
on the 22ud inst.

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VIEWS IN SAVOY. 


We here present our readers with sketches of the 
scenery in Savoy. Among the most interesting views 
in Savoy are those here depicted. 1 he Cascade of Gresy 
is not far distant from Aix, and is one of the most pictur- 
esque sights in Savoy. Ў 

As represented in our sketch, the water comes pouiing 
down from several directions, all meeting at nearly the 
same point. Surrounded by trees, the scenery may 
truly be described as enchanting. This has been a fa- 
vourite place of resort to tourists for -— years 

Not very far distant from this cascade is the Passage 
of Ladders, of which we also give an engraving. It is 
a most perilous ascent. ‘I'he idea of scaling this rock 
wns suggested by Napoleon I, as а short cut from 
France to Savoy. 

The other engraving represents the Savoy wood- 
cutters bard at work. ‘This is, as m*y be imagined, а 
very hazardous undertaking. These woodcutters are 
naturally brave and courageous. ‘The dangers to which 
they are exposed make them dashing and daring. 

The Savoyards general'y are represented as well- 
made, their features bandsome, and ratber delicate. 
They are lively, loquacious, and fond of noisy mirtb, 
but far more devout tban their French neighbours, and 
their cures, who have considerable influence, are for the 
most part of exemplary character. The priest of the 
village is the only schoolmaster, and teaches the 
peasaut children to read without remuneration. In 
the minds of all right-minded individuals it is a matter 
of great regret that this fine region with its brave 
inhabitants should have fallen into the hands of the 
French.

REGISTERED FOR TRANSMISSION ABROAD. 


Tug telegrams which arrive daily from Bt. Petersburgh give us 
every reason tobeliove that before long tho “tranquillity” which, iu 
the presence of fifty thousand troops, reigns at Warsaw, will by 
the same influence be diffused throughou’ the leagth and breadth 
of Russian Poland. There can indeed be little doubt regarding 
the result of an insurrectiorary movement in which those who 
have taken part “aro almo-t children, with wt anns and undis- 
ciplined, and are opposed by an army of on» hundred thousand good 
troops, commauded by experienced officers.” Bat whilst victory 
is thus speedily about to crown the Russian arms, where, lot us ask, 
is that clemeacy which ouzht nowhere to be more conspicuous than 
in a victor’s train? The Emperor has spoken, but it is not of 
amnesties. Оп the day after tue news of the insurrection reached 
Bt. Petersburgh he addressed his tr ops oa parade, and whilst ex- 
pressing, with much emotion, his regre' at the events which had 
taken p'aco in Poland, acquitted the leading classes of the Polish 
nation of being implicated ia the iusurrection. The Emperor 
knew—indeed, we may go further, and say that he must have been 
prepared for those very events which, nevertheless, he is reported 
to have so fwiingly doplored. 上 ke conscription, or, in Rassian 
language, the " partial recruiting,” which has occasio ed the pre- 
seut outbreak, has been put in operat on contrary to the advice—nay, 
the remonstrances—of some of the Слат'в truest and ablest coun- 
sellors. ‘(hey warned him that it would lead to insurrection, but, 
confident in the streugth of his armies and the terror their presence 
would inspire, he disregarded the warnings. Conscription during 
the reign of the Emperor Nicholas excited no little disaffection in 
Polaud; but the conscription then was as n thing compared to the 
engine of oppression which in an unlucky moment Alexander de- 
termined to employ. The lottery which previously determine the 
fate of those destiuel to serve in the most remote regions of the 
Bussion empire has been discarded. The conscripts under the new 
system are determined not by chanca, but by the will of the 
authorities. If & man has made himself obnoxious to the Govern- 
ment; if he has had a difference on purely personal grounds with 
any of the authorities, his name is entered on the fatal list, he is 
forced away for ever fro:n his relations and his friends. In this 
country it is scarcely possible to conceive so terrible an abuse of 
despotic power. Even Russian noblemen, accustomed as they 
are to see civil liberty treated lightly, protested against such & 
gross infringement of the plainest rights of humanity. The Grand 
Duke Constantino, who rules in the name of the Ewperor in Poland, 
determined, however, on carrying out the obuoxious measure. 
Conscious of the results to which it wou!d inevitably give rise, 
Warsaw was filled with troops, and in the dead of night the first 
razzia was made upon the unfortunate inhabitants. The Govern- 
ment, which now appeals to the impartial judgment of collec- 
tive Europe, found it necessary, in tho midst of peace, to re- 
cruit its army by seizing its citizens when in their beds. A week 
after the “partial recruiting" commenced, the insurrection, if 
indeed it deserves the name, broke, out to the surprize of 
none, and least of all of those who garrisoned Warsaw 
with fifty thousand troops in anticipation of disturbances. 
Three days later a general order was issued to the army by com- 
mand of the Emperor, declaring that all rebels taken with arms in 
their hands should be forthwith tried according to martial law, 
and that the sentences of death thereupon passed should imme- 
diately be carried into effect. Let us hope that this sangninary 
order has been published with the sole object of inspiring terror 
It is scarcely possible to believe that a Christian prince can medi- 
tate the slaughter in cold blood of a number of men whom his own 
tyranny has goaded into madness. The blood of every man who 
has fallen during tbe past ten days lies at the door of those who 


have put in execution one of the most gratuitously-despotic me.

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A CLERGYMAN IN THE DIVORCE COURT. 


Ix the Divorce Court bas been h eard a case, Cooke v. Cooke. 
lrances Judith Cooke prayed for a judical separation from the 
к-у James Young Cooke onthe ground of cruelty. The respon- 
dent denied the charge, and also pleaded provocation, con- 
vouation, and unreasonable delay In p'esenting the petition. 
vr. Spinks and Mr Murphy appeared for the petitioner ; the 
(jue шз Advocate and Mr. Aspland for the respondent. Dr. Spinks 
i» opening the case said it was a very painful one from the position 
aud age ot the parties. ‘They were ma ried as long ago as April, 
1*31, and they had had eleven children, of whom six sous and three 
daughters were still living. The respondent was the rector of 
newer, in Suffolk, and the owner of the advowson of the rectory, 
and he also possessed considerable property. 
Mrs. Cooke : My father was one of the fellows of Eton. Prior 
to 1851 I often had unkind language from my husband Jn 
September, 1851, I went to visit my sister Mrs. Richards, at Wooton- 
Courtney, Somersetshi:e, and I remained till January, 1852. On my 
return my husband treated me with unkindness. On one occasion in 
that winter he violently rubbed my mouth with his hand. 
there were several other acts of violence, the dates of which I can- 
not remember. On the 10th of February, 1853, after 1 had gone 
up stairs to bed, he followed me into the dressing: room and forced 
me down into a chair, with шу head against a wall, and pressed my 
faco violently, causing great pain. His language was very unkind, 
but [cannot remember the words. After 1 wasin bed he dragged 
ше across the bed, and kept me in such a painful position that I 
c».ld scarcely move, and 1 could only breathe with difficulty for an 
Lour. I believe he was asleep partof the time, but he held me so 
tightly I could no meve. At the end of that time I managed to 
extricate myself. The next day і Је аці went io London wih 
Mr. and Mrs. Richards. 1 did not return to Semer cntil the 12th of 
Мау. dna дау or two he was as yiolent as ever. 1n October my 
wotuer died, and shortly after 1 came into some property. 
"I ere were differences between me and my husband, arising out of 
this separate property. ln the early part of 1854 I went to Dr. 
Maclean's at Colchester. My husband drove me over iu the dog- 
cart and my two daughters went with us. I returned the same day 
with my husband and one of my daughters. Before we got out of 
Colchester my husband struck me on the face with the handle of his 
whip, and he repeated the bow several times before we got home, 
iie pushed me back so that 1 could scarcely keep my seat in the 
dog-cart He also struck me ou the hand with his whip-handle. 
lle was very irritating end violent in his lauguage in April aud 
May. In August, 1854, I paid а visit to. my sister, Lady Symons, 
now Mrs Mayo, 1 returned at the end of September. My husband 
then told me і was not to resume possession of the keys or to ma- 
nage the hou&ekeeping, which was g.ven tomy eldest daughter. A 
few days after he put uer at the head of the table. She was then 
sixteen years old, " In October, 1854, we had company stayiug in the 
house. One night my husband was very violent because 1 had given 
un order for some candles in the house.

Cooke had spoken in her evidence were then separately repeated 
to Mr. Cooke, and he gavo a distinct denial to each of them.]

When they had both been very sgy he had stroked her face 
without violence, and without putting her to paiv, saying, as he 
did it, “Gently—be quiet !” and words to that effect. On one oc- 
casion, in 1853, when Mrs. Cooke was present, Mrs. Richards had 
called him a “ranter,” and Mr. Richards had said he was a tyran- 
nical brute. Mrs. Cooke joined in. They complained of him for 
not allowing her to go out and see a relative who was ill. He said 
if that was the case he should not object to her going, and she went. 
Ee remembered going to Colchester, &nd returning in the dog-cart, 
with his wife and one of his daughters. They had an altercation 
about money; but he denied that he had struck her on the face 
with his whip-handle. He did point the handle of the whip at 
and she kept putting itaway with her hand. He did not sirike hei 
on the hand, oc use any violence of any kind to her. He never 
heard of her hands or face being hurt until yesterday. One night 
in November, 1854, she did not come to her bedroom, and he bolted 
the door. After some time, between twelve and one o'clock, she 
came and gavea very gentle rap. He did not open the door im- 
mediately, aud she went away. When she returned home 
on one occasion he ordered tbe best spare room to be 
pared for her, and told her she might have it for herself if 
she would leave him alone, and not interiere with the arrangements 
of the house. Ween she returned home on another occasion, the 
little room was the only one for her to occupy, and he told her she 
might have it if she liked. He had often told her that his room 
was the proper ploce for her to sleep in. Children and guests hid 
slept in the little room. He had objected to her sleeping in Miss 
Wnite's room or her daughter's room. On one occasion he had fol- 
lowed her into Miss White's room, and said she should not stop 
there. She threw herself on a chair, and there was а t noise, 
and his daughters and the servants came. He took the housekeep- 
ing from her because he was not satisfied with her management— 
when friends came to dinner no preparation was made. One 
morning at breakfast they were arguing about something, 
and they were standing side by side He removed 
the chair in which she was goiug to sit, and she fell to the 
round. He did not see that she was about to sit. Sometimes he 
d told her to go out of the room, and he bad tekem bold of her 
chair, but he had never shaken it so violently that she would have 
fallen М she. bad not risen. The reasons of her away at lash 
was that the sheets were taken off her ожа bed, and refused to 
return (o higroom. He never heard that he was accused of 
until the petition was fi'sd. Since his two eldest daughters visi 
pe mother about two years ago, they had scarcely ever spoken im 
nce. 
The Ju ge Ordinary said the case was one of an extremely dis- 
tresgimg charecter. 1t involved direct contradictions in evidecce,

THE PROCEDURE OF A RUSSIAN POLICE OFFICE.

The colonel, who examined 
me first, tried to obtain a confession by means of paternal admoni- 
tion, and failing to edect this threatened me with corporal puuish- 
шеш. [smiled at his mali»e, fancying that the age of torture had 
рм. Upon this he had me tasen to another room, where 1 
‘ound four soldiers waiting for me with rods ready prepared. Again 
there was a paternal admonition, to which 1 lent a deat car.. ‘Take 
hold of him, said Ше colonel, the command being iustautly executed 
by his trusty myrmidous. Another admonition, another pause. 
* Now, boys,’ exclaimed the colonel, ‘go at him with a will’ And 
go they did. 1 received some twenty lashes, when the colonel en- 
treatea me with gentle voice and friendly language to yield and 
make а full confession. Remaining silent, Í was treated to another 
chastisement. But there must be an end to everything, aud so 
there was in the present case. 1 was set at liberty immediately 
atter, and forbidde; to leave the capital, being p:àced at the same 
time under the strictest supervision of the police At present [аш 
au exile. Such are the consequences of comiog under the atten- 
tion of the third section of his Majesty's private Uhancellerie."

THE DISASTER AT THE PRINCESS'S THEATRE. 
Ом Saturday afternoon the coroner's investigation into the cir- 
cumstances through which Sarah Smith met her death was opened 
by Dr. Lankester and a jury at Middlesex Hospital. 

Mr. Edward Morgan, house surgeon of Middlesex Hospital, said 
he saw deceased when admitted to the lon the previous 
Friday week. She was extensively burned on the face, neck, and 
front, forehead, back, and chest both arms, and one-:hird of the 
whole surface of the body. She never rallied, and she sank on 
Wednesday at a quarter before six o'clock af night. The cause 

of death was exhaustion caused by baras. Most of the internal 
viscera was congested, bat there was no inflammation. She said 
no! of the cause of the accident

William Randle said he was a firework artist to the theatre. He 
made the lights burned to produce the # effects in 
the theatre. Eight of the illuminating light were barning at the 
time of the accident, four on each side. lighted the lights with 
a wax taper. The lights were green and red. Hedid not use 
gunpowder, and the lights threw ouk no ks. Неке the witness 
exhibited one of the tin pans, and seid were placed two feet 
trom the girls. Sometimes the match of the fuge would sputter, 
but he did not see any sputtering when the accident occurred. 小 he 
match was made with cotton, saturated with guupowder. He saw 
Mrs. Hunt pass him in flames. He had lighted the lights for thirty 
years, and had never seen the fuse sparkle. He had no idea of 
how the fire occurred. It had not happened from the gas. ‘I'he 
most probable theory was that the fire had occurred by sparks 
from tne match, but һе could not say whether it had been so 
or not. He had now introduced another system of lighting the 
lights. 

William Aitken said ho was a property man at the theatre. He 
held a light at tho third wing, ani Mrs. Hunt was between him 
and Mr. Kendle. He did not see ber take fire. Did no: think any 
sparks from his fu:e had caused the fire. His light could not drop 
out, as it was tied in. He lighted the light with а teper. He was 
sure he did not use а lucifer. He held the third light, and Mr. 
Randle thesecond. ‘ihe dress could not have caught fire from the 
other lights. 1t was therefore most probable that the dress had 
caught tire either from his light or trom Mr. Randle's. 

After some conversation it was arranged that the coroner and 
Dr. Morgan should proceed to where Mrs. Hunt was lying, to get 
any evidence she could give. 

Upon the return of the coroner, he said he had seen Mrs. Hunt, 
and that she had said tbe first idea she had of being on fire was 
from an ‘ntense heat she felt behind her. She turned round, but 
could not see the fire. She thought it most probable that her dress 
must have caught from a spark from the young man’s fire-pan. 
She could not say if any one was to tlame. Bhe had performed at 
many theatres before, and she never knew of any one being unpro- 
vided with remedies for fires taking place amongst the members of 
the ballet. There wero always wet blankets sept at the wings. 
On one occasion, when she was dancing at the Surrey Theatre, 
she caught fire, and by these wet blankets her life was saved. 

Mr. Henry Wiliam Lindus, lessee of the theatre, said he had not 
seen the accident. If anybody was in a theatre for three months 
he would see how diflicult it was to make the people take proper 
care of thomselves. Since the accident had occurred appliances for 
putting out fires had been provided in the theatre, such as damp 
blankets, rugs, mops, &c. During Mr. Kean’s mani ent ar- 
rangements tor pattingont fire, had been put in force in the theatre ; 
but Mr. Harris had abolished the whole thing, and this might ac- 
count for no such arrangements being in operation when the acci- 
dent occurred. He didnot know whetaer the dresses worn by the 
girls were uninflamable or not. 

After some further evidence of minor importance, the Coroner 
summed up, and the jury, without requiring the court to be cleared, 
returned a verdict ot “ Accidental aeath.” ‘hey also passed the 
following resolution :—“ The jury wish also to express their 
opinion that sufficient precaution was not taken at the Princess's 
"l'heatre to extinguish any accidental fire of the clothes of the corps 
de balet. They also strongly urge the necessity of rendering 
articles of linen and cotton clothes fireproof by the manufacturer 
and the laundress." 

‘Lhe survivor from this melancholy accident will be, at the best, 
maimed and scarred for life, and it is doubtful whether or not she 
wijl ever be able to resume her avocation. Mrs. Hunt continues 
to improve. ‘The burns on tha upper part of her body and on 
the arma, especially the latter, are of the most terrible descrip- 
tion, ‘Lhe object of the surgeons, now that their patient has 
passed the crisig of actual danger, will be to prevent m г con-

DEATH OF THE MARQUIS OF LANSDOWNE. 


Tuis venerable Whig nobleman died on Saturday, at his couutry 
seatof Bowood, and by his death one of the few links that connect 
the presen. generation w;th the great names of Fox and Pitt has 
been removed. He was born in 1750, a d was consequently in his 
eighty-third year. He entered the House of Commons аз кооп аз 
he attained his majority, and in his twenty-sixth year was 
Ohanceilor of the Exchequer in Foxs Administration, aud from 
that time till wichiu the last few years, he has ever held a promi- 
nent position in political life. His death was accelerated by a fall 
he had while walking on his own terrace at Bowood, by which he 
cut his head ratber sharply. it was thought that no serious conse- 
quence woul ensue, but unfavoursble symptoms set in, and he 
gradually sank till Saturday, when he died. 

Right ion. Henry Pe:ty Fitzmaurice, K.G., Marquis of Lans- 
downe, was descended from ао old irish family, who held the 
baronies of Kerry and Lixnaw as far buck as the twelfth century, 
and was ошу sou, by his second marriage, of the first marquis, who, 
as Earl of Shelburne, was Premier of the Coalition Ministry of 
1782, and was created Marquis of Lansdowne in 1784. Lord 
Henry Petty was born July 2, 1780, and at an early age was sent 
to Westminster School. Оп leaving school he speut some time at 
也 jinburghb under Dugald Stewart, in whosesociety he beca.ne deeply 
indoctrinated with Liberal primciples. in the Speculative Socicty 
of the northera metropolis, in which Brougham, Horner, Jeffrey, 
Sidney Smith, and most other Liberals о! that day first sharpened 
their oratorical weapons, he practised his skill in debate. daving 
finished bis course of studies at Edinburgh, he removed to Trinity 
College Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. in 180i, without 
Cfiferiug himself as as candidate ior university distinctions. Hav- 
ing travelled for а few months upon the Continent, in company 
with M. Dupont, he prepared himself for entering upon puvlic lite, 
aud soon after reaching bis majority was returned to parliament 
for the family borough of Ualne, in Wiltshire. 1n 1804 he made 
his maiden speech upon tho affaics of ireland The Lioeral party 
at this time were in opposition, and under the working of the Davi 
Restriction Act the Irish community was türeatened with serious 
losses from the extensive issue of paper money from private banks. 
‘Though at that time he was little more tnan twenty-four years of 
age, his Speech was remarkable for the soundness and clearness of 
his views on tue general economio bearings of the currency ques- 
tion, and tuus he showed that he was no unworthy descendant of 
the great Sir Walter ".tcy, tne father of the science of political 
economy in this country. 1n the following year Lord Henry Petty 
added the reputation of an orator to bat oi on economies and an 
incipient statesman. Pitt, who was still Premier, defended hig 
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friend Lord Melville against the charge of official coruption, 
and he was assailed with severity by Lord Henry Petty. The 
speech ig said to have taken the house by surprise, and to 
have established the fame of its author as а parliamentary 
orator. Pitt died within the year; with his death his party was 
broken up, and the Whigs, under Fox and Grenville, came into 
office. In this Ministry, which is familiarly known as that o! “all 
the talents" Lord Henry Petty was made Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and at the same time was returned to parliament as mem- 
ber for the University of Cambridge, iu the place of Pitt. The 
duration of Lord Grenville's Ministry was scarcely sufficient to test 
his capabilities as a fluancier; but on looking bick over the his- 
tor of the last half century, we find the name of Lord Lansdowne 
actively associated with all the leading members of the Whig party, 
such as the abolition of slavery, which hé at first advocated in 
1808, and again by specific motion ia 1814 aud 1821. Ho was also 
& consistent advocate of the repeal of tho pensions end the grant- 
ing of Catholic emanc pation; and on subject his views were 
entitled to greater weight on account of the extent of hig lepded 
property in ireland, and his eonsequent acquaintance with the 
state of things in that country. This was the question on which 
the Grenville Administration suffered shipwreck, the introductjon of 
Lord Howick's Religious Tesy ВИ] proving a iwal blow. Lord 
Henry Petty was obliged, of course to realgn office with his party. 
and with offices he lost, what he valued fay wore, his seat for Oam- 
bridge University, and sat for a few mópthe аз М.Р. for Camel- 
ford, when he was transferred jo the House of Peers, the marquisate 
x Lansdowne devolving upom him by n death of his half- brag a.

The wife, a young and рісагіак person, was theu sworn; rhe said: My 
husband deserto: me iu October last, I had been married only ten months, 
aud was in the third week of my confinement, We were living in Mile- 
end at the tine, | knew tbat be was in the habit of visiting his mother, 
and went there after him; but be was invariably denied to mo except once 
when ho was in such a sad state from intoxication that I could not make 
any sense cf what he uttered 1 was exhausted. with auxicty and illness 
from a veiy recent accouchement and was glad to get о мау; subsequently 
І became chargeable to the Whitechapel parish. Cross-examived: Not 
aby furniture was left me when my husband lcfs tbe house, ‘There was a 
seizure fur rcnt. Even my bed was taken away. My husband had told 
me ibat tbeio was no longer & bore. 1 lived axd slept at my brother's 
from the time of desertion until | went into the Union. My father is dea. 
Bull, warrant officer of the court: I have several times endeavoured te 
apprehend the defendant, and at length succeeded in do'ng so by stratagem 
at the bouse of his mother in Bermondsey. Inquiries I have made inform 
mo that he has been employed at the Minerva Fress as а compositor; that 
his earnings have been 362, per week; that ho left at his own desire about 
four months since ; that his habits have been nearly a round of intoxica- 
Чоп, getting home at between two and three o'cluck in the morning, lying 
in bed until the evening, and so from eay to day. For tbe defence it was 
urged thut there had not been any desertion; the defendant was out of 
employment aud funds, and could not shelter his wife except under bis 
mother's roof, which she was at all times free aud welcome to. Even now 
this arrangement could be mace. The wife solemnly denied that ever the 
home of her husband's mother had been offered her, and asked whether, 
if it had, she was bound to enter it, The question was not answered, but 
Mr. Leigh observed that there had clearly been a desertion. Defendant 
had not only been playing at hide and seek, but had actually been adver- 
tised. The warrant officer could only apprehend him by manœuvre, and 
yet it was asked that belief should be entertained of the wife having at 
all times free access to him at the residence of his mother. Unless an 
arrangement for the disbursement of all expenses due to the parish could 
be made, and terms come to with the wife, defendant must be convicted ;

The poiman, whose tongue hud been tied up to this time 
by threats from ine defendants, could no longer keep silence, and 
upon his threatening to call out, the defendant Macgregor 
opened the oveu door and pulled the dog out, and threw it on the 
floor ‘The dog at that time was foaming at the mouth, but 
unable to cry out. The door of tho room being opened, the dog, to escape 
from its tormentors, staggered out, more deud than alive, and managed to 
reach its home, where it must have suffered in secret for a day or two, for

He 
proposes to erect, in both countries, at & distance of about 1,000 
metres from the coasts of Calais and Dover, a strong edifice of 
masonry, containing a steam-engine of sufficient power, by means 
of which an immense wheel, 25 metres in diameter, is made to turn 
4) times a miunte By this rotation a series of wires, forming a 
gigantic strap extending across the Channel, is coiled round the 
wheel at one end—say Dover aud uncoiled at the other (Calais), 
and converse y. To this strap india-rubber letter-bags are to be 
attached, which are thus to be conveyed across the Channel at the 
rate of 3,000 metres per minute, so that within the space of 12 
minutes the letters and despatches from one country may be landed

in the other. The length alone of the strap is sufficient to canso 
iw submersion, and the transmission might bo eifected in any 
weather.

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SUICIDE OF GENERAL HAYNAU. 


A LETTER from Cassel announces the suicide of Lieu 
tenant-General von Haynau. He shot himself through 
the mouth with a pistol loaded with a conical ball. 
Death was instantaneous. The ball remained in the 
skull. A Berlin correspondent gives the following 
explanation of his motive:—the general had been at 
the bead of the Hesse-Caes/l troops for a number of 
years, and in his capacity of commander-in-chief 
proved the abject instrument of his royal patron. He 
was kicked every day by his highness, and allowed to 
kick everybody else in return. Another general, who 
challenged him, was placed before a court-martial, and 
sentenced to & prolonged arrest. A major experienced 
the eame fate for treading in the general's footsteps. 
But now the cup was full to overflowing. A captain 
inthe same army published & pamphlet against the 
general in command, in whick he called him a 
scoundrel and а coward; and, being oalled out by his 
superior officer, sent him a contemptuous refusal, stig- 
matising him as a man who had failed to do justice to 
his previous engagements. On this signal the officers 
of the force rose in common motiny against the 
general and a petition to the Elector unanimously de- 
clared their intention to serve no longer under the 
command of a disgraced and humiliated fellow. The 
Elector, who has a keen appreciation of contingencies, 
immediately dismissed his friend. and, with the kind 
assistance of his medical men, succeeded in pensioning 
him off as an invalid. Such a catastrophe could not 
but affect the hardened conscience of a man who had 
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don: all the dirty work of his employer for a number 
of years. For the pitiful compensation of being om- 
nipotent in Hesse, he had defied public opinion and 
the respect of his comrades; but to have sunk so low 
in order to be degraded more deeply, proved a little too much, even 
for a woman- beater's associate and а lady-whipper’s brother. The 
general had honour enough left in him to resort to the pistol as a 
means of disentavgling himself from complications which had risen 
too high to be bearable. 


SINGULAR BBEACH OF PROMISE OASE. 


7м the Dublin Court of Common Pleas, a singular breach of pro- 
mise csse, “ Evans v. Fleming,” has been heard. Jt was an ao- 
tion for breach of promise of marriage brought by Miss Lucy 
Evans, a young lady residing at Carana, in the county of Galway, 
against the Rev. H. Fleming, of Ballymacward, in thesame county. 
The defendant filed four defences, stating that he did not refuse to 
marry the young lady ; that the contract of marriage had been 
mutually abandoned ; and that the plaintiff was not always ready 
and willing to marry the 
defendant. Оһ the pre- 
vious day & motion was 
made on behalf of the 
plaintiff that the defen- 
dant should be compelled 
to furnish to the plaintiff 
certain letters, eleven in 
number, written by the 
plaintiff to the defendant 
in the years 1861 and 1862. 
The plaintiff's affidavit, 
on which the motion was 
grounded, stated that the 
letters in question were 
important &ud material to 
the plaintiff for the support 
of her case and in explana- 
tion of passages in letters 
written by her to the de- 
fendant. It was further 
tated that the defendant 
had stated to members ot 
the plaintiffs family that 
the reason why he would 
not marry her was because 
he was rector of Ballymao- 
ward, and that he had been 
curate of that parish and 
had obtained the rectory 
in consequence of a me- 
morial to the bishop of the 
diocese which had been 
got up and signed by mem- 
bers of the plaintiff's famil y. 
On the 27th of October last 
an interview took plaee 
between the plaintiffs 
father and uncle and the 
defendant. The letters 
which had been written by 
the parties were then ex- 
changed; but when the 
defendant's letters were 
hauded him it was con- 
tended that the interview 
was intended to put an 
end to the matter; but 
when he asked wby copies 
of his letters bad been 
kept the plaintiffs uncle 
replied that the intention 
was to use them hereafter 
as the plaintiff might be

THE MARKBUR, A FINE GOAT FROM THE HIMALAYA 
MOUNTAINS. 


Capra Falconeri (Hugel). 


Tars fine, sturdy mountaineer is now an exile from his native 
Himalayas. By no means a volunteer; yet, under the kind hands 
of his curators, in the Zoological Gardena, he will now most volun- 
tarily eat his grass and hay, and, when he has finished, may have 
& wish for more room to ramble iv. These sturdy, surefooted 
stumps were not made for smooth Middlesex. London clay, and 
its level want of rocks, suits not the markbur, adapted for Hima- 
layan acclivities and declivities. This wild race of domestic goats, 
for so Mr. Blyth regards (and that able keeper of the zoological 
collection in the British Mun follows him*)—this wild shawl 
goat gets his name of markbur, or markhore, that ie, “suake- 
eater," from the Affghans, and is named * marbul," at Cabul. Tho 
horns are very large and are twisted spirally, as in all goats. He 
is of large size, and is of a brown colour.

By work or industry, of whatever 
kiud it may be, we give a practical acknowledg- 
ment of the value of life. of its high intentions, 
of its manifold duties Earnest, active industry 
is a living hymn of praise, a never-failing source 
of happiness: i: is obedience, for it is God's great 
law for moral existence. 

Dn. ТєзчЕн, the discoverer of vaccination, died 
26h January, 1823, aged seventy-four years. 
The plague which he essayed to stay was uni- 
versal in its ravages Other scourges are con- 
fiued to certain latitudes, or rage only during 
particular seasons; but tim» nor place restrained 
the all-devouring enemy which it was his aim to 
subdue, There is reason to believe that the 
small-pox has existed in the East, especially in 
Chin and Tndostav, for several thousand cars. 
It did not visit the more western nations till to 
wards the middle of the sixth century; it then 
broke out near Месса, immediately before the 
birth of Mohammed. It was atterwards gradually 
difused over the whole of the Old World, and 
was fiually transported to the New, shortly after 
the death of Columbus. In the British Islands 
alone, it was computed that fin ty thousand indi- 
viduals perished aonually by this disease! Jt 
killed one in fourteen of all that were born, and 
one in six of all thet were attacked by it in the 
natural way. ‘Phe introduction of inoc»? «tion for 
small-pox was productive of great benefit to all 
who submited to the operation ; bat though it 
augmented the individual security, it is a well- 
ascertained fact that it add d to the general 
mortali y, by multiplying tne sources of conta- 
gion, and thereby increa sing the number of those 
who became affected with the natural distem per. 
All who have not yet duly apprec.ated the bene- 
fits which vace’:ation has con erred on mankind, 
may do well to meditate for a while on this pic- 
ture. Lst them look upon the loathsomeness and 
dangers of small-pox iu its most mitigated form ; 
let them consider that this disease has been 
Vanished from some countries, and with duo caro 
might be eradicate? from all; let them remember, 
that notwithstanding prejudices, carelessness, and 
ignorance, millions now live, who, but for vacci- 
nation, would have been in their graves; let them 
think of these things, and say what ought to be 
their feelings to the memory of him who had 
been the instrument of ко much good. Dr.Jenner 
was interred in the chaucel of the parish church 
at Berkeley, in Gloucestershire, and tho following 
epitaph placed upon his tomb stone :— 

Within this tomb hath found & resting place 

The great Physician of the human race— 

Jmmortal JENNER! whose gigantic mind 

Brought life and health to more than half mankind.

And lisp ont blessings on his honoured name; 

And radiant Beauty drop her saddest tear,
